Ti c subject of self work ing gates is an 
Important one, wimc-tally where economy 
is a necessity; for patented articles are, as 
a rule, expensive luxuries, and it is not 
often that a really good thing is not 
patented. 
Space is therefore gladly given 
to a desc ription and sk etch of an unpat- 
ented automatic gate*, furnished by Mr, 
William Newton, of Otsego county, N. 
Y., in response to a request it» Farm 
and Fireside. 
The descript iop is really 
rendered unnecessary by the sk etch, whic h 
mak es the arrangement plain to all who 
may study it. 


AUTOMATIC GATE. 
It will 1)0 seen that the gate opens either 
way. 
The latch is the old fashioned mod­ 
em spring, and is tripped by wires which 
pass through pulleys on the heel post of 
the gate and thence to the crank i>osts. 
The opening is clone by crank s, which 
turn small pulleys, around each of which 
a small rope (preferably a tarred rope) is 
passed, the roja* also passing around a 
similar pulley fixed to the heel i>ost of the 
gate. 
In order to give sufficient friction 
it may tie necessary to pass the rope twice 
around the pulleys. 


Sby ltig Hors©« .' 
A horn* shies, as a rule, because he sees 
something which he does not und 
dand. 
It may be some new or unusual object 
that the horse sees, or it may be an imper­ 
fect view* of one. 
Even a familiar object 
brought to view suddenly and unexpect­ 
edly will cause a horse to shy or jump, 
just as an unexpected object or round 
causes nervous people to start. 
Harsh 
treatment of horses only aggravates mat­ 
ters and increases the habit. 
The more the horse is scolded and 
whipped t lie more nervous he becomes, and 
every time ho passes the place where the 
fright and whipping occurred he will recol­ 
lect, the unpleasant affair and prick up his 
ears, tldget and get ready for another jump. 
Never strik e or scold a sensitive, nervous 
animal that is startled. 
Give him ample 
time in which to recover his scattered 
senses; speak to him calmly and k indly 
and mak e him feel that you are his pro­ 
tector, not his tyrant. 
When he has dis­ 
covered for himself that all is right there 
w ill be an end to all further trouble. 


A P lasterer’» Platform . 
To facilitate the operation of plastering a 
device has lately been invented, termed a 
plasterer’s platform, which is sot on 
casters 
and may l>e elevated or lowered to wall or 
ceiling as tho convenience of the work man 
i nay require. Accompanying this arrange­ 
ment is an improved two hand trowel, and 
the platform is capable of extension in a hori 
zontal as well os in a vertical direction. Thus, 
by the combined use of the two, all cumber 
some staging and the old time hod ami short 
single handed trowel are dispensed with. The 
mortar is placed in nn extensible trough 
which is suspended on the platform at a point 
and in a manner convenient to work men; the 
apparatus can readily bo moved endwise from 
room to room, and the cost of laying on either 
plaster or hard finish is said to be thus much 
reduced.—New York Sun. 


Spontaneous Com bustion. 
A little exj>erience of my own may be sug 
gestive. Having occasion to stain some wood 
work in my store after business hours, K 
mixed the stain in boiled linseed oil and 
wiped the work off with large rags. These 
oily rag3 I rolled up in a tight ball some five 
inches in diameter and threw them on the 
floor at the rear end of the store. Fortu 
nately I stopped to do some writing, for at 
the end of half an hour I began to smell burn 
ing paint. I hunted for the cause out doors 
and in, upstairs and down, and finally, stum 
bling over the rags, the ball brok e open and 
revealed a mass of fire. The inside of the 
bunch was all a live coaL The next day, to 
convince doubting Thomases, I tried the ex 
périment over again, and in three-quarters of 
an hour had a brisk fire started by spontane­ 
ous combustion.—Cor. Chicag o Tribune.

originated in an old seedling orchard, near 
a stump; and the children, now gray 
haired men and women, called it the 
Stump apple. 
Fink , another Ohio apple, 
valuable for fine eider and for long k eep­ 
ing, should l>e better k nown. 
Salome, 
from northern Illinois, promises to be val­ 
uable for very cold regions; northern 
Iowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin, etc. 
Shia­ 
wassee Beauty, a Michigan seedling of 
Fameuse, without any of its faults, is 
proving itself 
valuable in the north, 
though it does not k eep all winter. 
Law­ 
yer, Huntsm an’s Favorite and Gen. Lyon, 
from Missouri, are worthy of trial. Berg- 
ner seems inclined to twig-blight, as does 
also the 
fine variety from Ark ansas, 
Stevenson Pippin.

to k eep them from getting too fat. 
They 
are all good winter layers, hatch and rear 
their young, and when fully matured are 
of enormous size. 
If, on the other hand, your runs arc un­ 
limited, the Leghorns, Gamed, Houdans, 
Spanish and 1 Iain burgs ore all good. 
These are decidedly active, dc better when 
roaming at large than when confined, and 
in fact are hard to k eep shut up. as they 
flyover fences ten fot t high. 
’1 hey will 
k nock a garden crazy in ten minutes, Mir 
up the flower bed ir. fine style and assert 
rights on all occasions. 
Of the medium 
class the Wyandot ten and Plymouth Rock s 
hold undisputed grcund. 
They seem to 
do us well on small runs as large, will lay 
almost the year through with good treat­ 
ment, and are large enough for all pur­ 
poses. 
To those who arc breeding for 
“ fancy points” the Plymouth Rock is 
more popular than ts rival, the \\ yan- 
dotte. 
Both are the product of crosses, 
but the Plymouth Rook has l*oen bred so 
long that but little trouble is experienced 
in securing good standard 
specimens, 
while in the W yandotte not more than one 
in ten will do to breed from.

A W ell A rrang ed Cow Stable. 
An arrangement for a cow stable is de­ 
scribed by a correspondent of The Rural 
New York er, who reports it as not only 
simple but entirely satisfactory in its 
work ings. 
As may be seen in the accompanying 
cut, the feed boxes (AA) are nailed to the 
outside 
of 
the 
cover. This cover 
or front can be let 
down by means of 
hinges (BB) when 
grain is to be fed 
and raised again 
for feeding hay. 
The 
boxes 
are 
made by nailing 
f o u r s q u a r e 
boards together. 
The bottom of the 
manger is shown 
at C, with 
the 
stanchions at E. 
The

on 
D, 


fill atul Cotton Heed M eal. 
Oil and cotton seed meal are now 
f o low 
that there are many places where they are 
the cheapest ftwxls for stock . They are not 
adapted to feeding any stock exc lusively, 
as their nutriment is too conc entrated. A 
very little oil meal costing at wholesale a 
trifle more than a cent a pound will mak e 
a good ration of any k ind of well c ured 
straw, which away from mark et is often 
considered to be worth little or nothing. 
If by the u sb of concentrated foods with it 
the surplus straw, now mostly wasted, 
could be fed to stock , this alope would 
effect a revolution in farming and do much 
to put it on u proiital It* footing. 


Pot CuMur© of Lnnelfolium Mites. 
Few 
persons seem aware that the 
varieties of lily, called lancifolium, are 
admirably adapted for pot culture in the 
house or on piazzas; while the truth is. 
that with such cultivation they are far 
finer than when grown in the open border. 
For the decoration of terraces, porches, 
windows, conservatories, churches and the 
lik e, lilies grown In pots are invaluable: 
for, treated in this way, the plant and 
blossoms attain a magnificent size and 
form and are most beautiful objects, as 
may be concluded from the cut given. 
From a dozen to thirty blooms on a 
stem anrt six to twelve stems in a pot may 
be obtained, according to Vick , who is ex­ 
cellent authority in all such matters, if 
gcxxl bulbs are used, good care given and 
the following mode of procedure observed: 
Tak e of well decayed scxls, which should 
be from medium loam and as fibrous as 
possible, three parts; good fibre peat, one 
part; or, if peat is not at hand, leaf mold 
well decomposed, and one part thoroughly 
rotted cow manure. 
If tlio.se v.ho have 
not access to nil these soils live near the 
woods mul can, by first pushing slightly 
to one side the top and least decayed sur­ 
face leaves, obtain some good, light, top 
coil and leaf mold it will answer almost 
equally as well. If a little sandy so much 
the better: if not, a little sand may be 
added to give it the porosity whic h light 
or medium fibrous loam naturally lias. If 
none but heavy loam can be obtained, use 
less of it and more leaf mold and sand, or 
decayed bops from a brewery may be sub­ 
stituted form leaf mold. 
In any case, do 
not forget to add a fifth part of well de­ 
composed eow or hotbed manure.

A LANCIFOLIUM LILY. 
The pots m ust be well drained with 
brok en potsherds or the lik e, then a 
double handful of the roughest of the soil 
which, by the way, should be well brok en 
up and mixed but not sifted, should be 
added. 
Then till tho pot about half full 
with compost. 
P u t in the bulb with a 
little sand under it, press it down firmly 
and till the pot to within an inch and a 
half of the rim, water sufficiently to 
settle the soil and set in the shade till 
shcxits appear. 
Give just enough water 
to k eep the soil inoist until the bulbs 
start, then more will be required. 
W hen 
the flower buds start, weak liquid manure 
may tak e the place of water. 
For a six 
inch pot one strong bulb will l>e sufficient. 


Turkey s E asily M anag ed. 
“ Turk eys are very easily managed,” 
says Henry Stewart. 
“The flock may be 
driven about quite easily, and if dealt 
with gently and quietly, they are the most 
docile of all poultry. I have seen flock s of 
them driven to mark et in Kentuck y, num ­ 
bering several hundreds, one man on 
a 
mule following, with two boys and a dog 
to help. 
It is in this way that the enor­ 
mous number of these birds, 400,000 it is 
said, are gathered in Bourbon county in 
that state for the New York mark et every 
season, bringing in a handsome sura to the 
ladies who mak e a special business of 
rearing them, and are very successful 
at it 


the Pondaya brothers, wbofce ad ventures are 
described in the Sansk rit epic Mabnbbarata. 
The pigeon is thought to be auspicious.

The sight of a \mir of doves by a 
young married lady whow* husband is away 
from home means that he will come back to 
her soon. 
There is a woman’s saying that the cuck oos 
note heard on th** right is an excellent omen; 
and yet the cuck oo is held to be an unluck y 
bird in most parts of India. Tho bird pa pi y a 
of the parrot species, is said to cry “My eye 
i-* going"—from the legend that once a man 
seeing many wick ed deeds done before 
his « yes, died uttering these words, and was 
transformed into the bird. 
Superstitious 
people are afraid to do anything wrong be­ 
fore a pnpivn. lest it should betray them. 
On** little bird bents the curious designation 
of ‘the bird of the lost money”; because it 
recms to utter iu a low voice something that 
means “Oh! have you k ept, or have I k ept 
it?" 
There is a tradition that its first ances­ 
tors were a man and wife who, having lost all 
their wealth, died heart brok en 
and were 
transformed into these birds. The country 
folk believe that if you jingle money before 
them they will curse you, believing it to be 
t heir own.—St. James’ Gazette.

The very interesting quotations from the 
“Folk Lore of British Birds” tempt me tel) of 
some curious sujxTstitions current in India 
about birds. 
I can only mention a few of 
them—those that come to my mind at the 
moment. 
It may I«* mentioned, however, 
that some Indian legends and sayings about 
birds wiii 11<* found in tlx* pages of the ‘‘Hin­ 
dustani English Dictionary,” by Dr. Fallon, 
the only man, Eut'oi*t*:in or native, win» , so 
far as J am aware, ever attempted to collect 
these stories und sayings. 
In India as elsewhere the common owl is a 
bird of ill omen; but a white species is hold 
in high esteem by the Hindoos. The white 
owl is always supposed to bring good luck : 
hence it is held sacred to the goddess of 
pros- 
jx*rity, and the jx opte arc 
pleased when it 
builds its nest in their houses. In the coun­ 
try these birds often establish their 
q u a rte rs 
in the dark est nook s and corners of old 
houses, breeding there generally twice a year 
and producing five or six young ones at a 
time; and all their screeching and shriek ing 
is endured for luck ’s sak e. It is considered 
great good fortune to get a glimpse of a 
white owl in the daytime. The crow lx» ars 
the same evil reputation in India as in other 
countries; its cry thrice repeated being 
thought a sure tok en of death. But in some 
parts a crow or raven cawing only once on 
the left of a young woman is held as a sign 
that her lover is coming to meet her. The 
name of the bat is never uttered at night by 
the common people, the lx?lief being that the 
utterer would soon lose all his property. 
A curious legend about the chak wa. or 
Brahmini » luck , is found all over India. Foi 
some indiscretion two lovers were turned into 
Brahmini duck s and condemned to pc. :s the 
right apart from each other on the opposite 
bank s of a river. All night long each ask s in 
its turn if it shall join its mate, and the an­ 
swer is always No. “Chak wa, shall I come?'’ 
“ No, chak wi.” 
“Ohak wi, shall I come?” 
“ No, chak wa.” The eliak or, or Indian red 
Egged partridge, which Is found all over the 
Himalayas (the hen lays from ten to fif- 
teen eggs), is said to l>e enamored of the moon 
anil to eat fire at the full moon—jKKvibly 
from the fact of its seeming to hover about 
the moon. The appearance of the chatak , a 
small bird, is held to presage a good shower 
of rain; the bird living only on rain drops 
und always crying for them. 
Tin* peacock is said to scream and dance 
with joy at the sound of thunder, and he 
“dances, dances on; when ho look s down he 
weeps anon” (at the sight of his ugly feet, 
they say). The ]x?aeock is credited with a 
strong thievish propensity, as appears from 
this saying; “The deer, the monk ey, the 
put ridge, and the peacock rob the field of its 
store.” Anything that betrays itself is lik ened 
to “a peacock in the thief's house”—a saying 
founded on the story of a peacock which 
swallowed a gold neck lace brought home by 
a t hief. This bird is sacred to the Hindu god 
of beauty, who is represented as riding on it. 
The k ite, the hawk and the vulture are nil 
regarded as very unluck y birds. The screech­ 
ing of the first brings serious misfortune, the 
sight of the second famine and oppression, 
and the approach of the ttird death. By 
whirling a k ite round the head of a Moslem 
child on a Tuesday or Saturday and then let 
ting it go great blessings are insured to the 
little one. Fowlers trado on this superstition. 
Kites sometimes carry off gold ornaments: 
and Mohammedan women say the reason is 
because the young k ites will not open their 
eyes till some gold is placed in the nest; hence 
the saying, “The philosopher's stone is in the 
k ite's nest.” 
The half mythical garuda, a 
k ind of eagle sometimes called “adjutant,” 
is the mortal enemy of snak es. The legend 
goes that the mother of garuda quarreled 
with her sister, who was the mother of the 
snak es, respecting tho color of the hole that 
was produced at the churning of the ocean; 
and since that time there has been constant 
enmity between their descendants. On the 
occasion of garuda’s marriage, the serpents, 
alarmed at the thought of his having children 
who might destroy them, made a fierce attack 
ou him; but he slew them all save one, which 
he has since worn os an ornament around his 
neck . To this day superstitious Hindoos re­ 
peat the name of garuda three times when 
walk ing in the fields and going to sleep at 
night, as a safeguard against snak es. 
The crane is considered to be the most cun­ 
ning of all birds. It stations itself quietly by 
a pool, apparently absorbed, in meditation 
till it sees a fish to dart upon. So the word 
“ crane” lias become sy nony mous with the 
“ hy pocrite, traitor, etc.” in Sanskrit and the 
lang uag es deriv ed from it A crane is
